New York, July 24.—(Unjted 
News.)—Henry Ford has settled an- 
other big libel suit growing out of 
the anti-Semitic attacks appearing in 
his magazine, “The Dearborn Inde- 
pendent.” 

By the same methods which brought 
about the withdrawal of Aaron Sapi- 
ro’s million dollar libel action against 
the automobile manufacturer—apol- 
' ogy and payment of an unnamed 
amount of money—Ford came to 
terms with Herman Bernstein, Jewish 
editor and author. 

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for 
Bernstein, announced Sunday at his 
Yonkers home that the suit for $200,- 
000, instituted four years ago, had 
been settled satisfactorily to all par- 
ties. 

Bernstein based his claim of libel 
on articles appearing in the Dear- 
born Independent and a_ published 
interview with Ford in which Bern- 
stein was named as having supplied 
the information on which the anti- 
Semitic stories were based. 

Untermyer said settlement negotia- 
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tions had been delayed due to diffi | 


culty in obtaining agreement ot Ford 
to cooperate actively “in securing the 
withdrawal and destruction of the for- 
eign translations of the Dearborn In- 
dependent articles.” 

Ford's Letter. 

“Yon are of course familiar with the 
context of the public retraction and 
apology for the articles appearing in 
the Dearborn Independent that I have 
made and had spread broadcast. I sin- 
cerely regret any harm that may have 
been occasionéd to the people of that 
great race and am anxius to make 
whatever amends are possible. 

“I take this occasion also to retract 
and gpologize for those parts of the 
article that appeared in the Dearborn 
Independent concerning you and for 
the alleged interview with me assail- 
ing you that was published in that 
paper. 
“Tt was not intendéd in that article 
to imply that any of the matters con- 
cerning the Jews appearing in the 
Dearborn Independent were based 
upon information furnished by you. 
You have at no time said anything 
to me that would justify such an in- 
ference. 

“Realizes Damage.” 


“From the explanations

Sales Tax Plan for State 
Revenue.‘

the house ways and means committee, | 
Representative Culpepper, of Fayette | 
county, committee chairman, announc: 
ed Sunday. Representative Culpep | 
per was ex-officio chairman of the 


subcommittee which drafted the limit- | 


ed sales tax bill which was thrown 
into the house hopper by him as a com- 
mitte proposal. 

In its stead a general sales levy, 
on all articles of trade, will be taken | 
under consideration by the subcom 
mittee this morning. 

The limited sales tax of 1 per cent 


was proposed to raise about $2,5 | 
000 additional revenue in each of the | 


next two years, to cover an anticipat- | 
ed deficit of about $380,000 in 1928, | 
and slightly more in 1929, as well a 
whatever special appropriation might | 
be approved by the present legisla- | 
ture. 
Many Protest. 
Open hearings were held on the pro- | 
posal last week. Representatives of | 
nearly every affected merchandising 
line appeared to protest against its 
passage. Automobile, tire and drug 
interests, all of which came under its! 
provisions, led the fight. 
Representative Block of Bibb coun- | 
ty, co-author of the limited sales tax, 
proposal, and Representative Miller, of | 
Muscogee county, will cooperate in| 
presenting to the committe a_ tenta- 


tive draft of the proposed genera! 
sales tax bill. 

As at present projected the levy 
would be 1 mill on manufacturers and 
distributors, and 2 mills on retailers. 
Occupation taxes as now levied would 
be eliminated. 

Proponents of the measure estimate 
the proceeds of such a tax at about 
$4,000,000 annually, or about $5,000,- 
000 more than the present ocupation 
taxes bring in. 

Representative Culpepper tentative- 
ly favors the proposal. 

Resolution Ready. 

Whether Representative Miller will 
go ahead with his plan to present a 
resolution calling for the appointment 
of a committee to investigate a project 
to eliminate all taxes in favor of a 


was prepared’ Friday, 
ready for presentation at the open- 
ing of the Monday morning session. 

The general sales tax plan, however, 
is looked upon by its backers as the 
forerunner of a move, in later years, 
perhaps, to substitute that method of 
taxation for all other revenue sources. 
They describe it, in the final analysis, 
as “an income tax from the other end 
of the line. without the chance of in- 
equitable application that the regular 
income tax carries.” 

It may be levied without a consti- 
tutional amendment, since the courts 
have upheld the validity of such sales 
taxes as the state already has imposed. 
Income tax requires a constitutional 
amendment. 

Estimates of the reverine to be de- 
rived from a sales tax of even more 
general application than that which 
the representatives from Bibb and 
Muscogee counties will urge on the 
ways ‘and means subcommittees are 
based on the statement that a 1 per 
cent levy universally applied would 
raise about $60,000,000 a year. nearly 
three times the present state revenue. 

The senate Monday probably will be 
engrossed in the question of establish- 
ing the office of liuetenant governor, 
ex-officio senate president. As sen- 
ate bill No. 2, the proposal will hold 
preferred place on the calendar of the 
upper house.

the committee, in an exclusive inter- 
view with The Tribune Press Serv- 
ice correspondent today.

of ships for national defense, so far as 
I can get the trend from those re- 
sponsible for the financial side of the 
question, there is no doubt that 
America will do everything necessary 
to protect itself.

clear will not be ratified by con- 
gress, 

“If we do not get an agreement 
giving us the equivalent of English 
ship power with respect to speed, 
range, tonnage and so forth, we will 


not be satisfied. 1 think the elements 


point toward such an accord which, 
if satisfactory to England, Japan and 
ourselves, will be satisfactory to the 
rest of the world.”

Witnesses said 
he jumped into the water from a point 
near the Golden Gate ferry slip. 

Thomas Smart, newspaperman, was 
with Crampacker when he plunged in- 
to the bay, and said he struggled with 
the congressman in an effort to re- 
strain him. Crumpacker, who weigh- 
ed about 240 pounds, shoved Smart 
aside violently, and ran to the water’s

Poy etl everybody good-bye,” were 
Crumpacker’s last words, Smart de- 
clared. 

He said the congressman sank, rose, 
and started swimming, but fought off 
would-be rescuers until a rope was 
tied around his body, and he was 
dragged ashore. He was unconscious 
then and never recovered conscious- 
ness, despite efforts to revive him 
with a pulmotor.

Washington, July 24.—President 
Coolidge’s policy in Nicaragua was 
made the target for another broadside 
today when the national citizens’ eom- 
mittee on relations with Latin-Amer- | 
ica issued a statement asserting that 
the killing of 300 Nicaraguans and one 
marine at Ocotal last week should be 
the subject of a congressional investi- 
cation this winter. 

The committee,

In the statement which is author- 
ized by Mercer C. Johnson, secretary, 
the committee places full responsibil- 
ity for the Nicaraguan bloodshed upon 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Kellogg. It also asserts that 
“the bloody incidents of Chinandega 
and Ocotal are but the becinning of 
the record that will fill the pages of 
the American police blotter in Nica- 
ragua before it will be transferred | 
with shame to the pages of American | 
history.” 

“In defiance of the law of nations, 
in disregard of the constitutions of 
both the United States and Nicara- 
gua, in violation of treaty obligations 
and the precept of good publie mor- 
als, President Coolidge and Secretary 
Kellogg have engaged in activities on 
the soil of a friendly nation for which 
there is no other name than war,” 
the announcement states.

24.—(/)—King Ferdinand, founder of 
new Rumania, was laid at rest today 
alongside his great uncle, King Carol, 
the first builder of old Rumania, while 
the nation poured out its sorrow, love 
and devotion. 

After .n impressively solemn and 


moving orthodox religious service over 
the body of the dead monarch in the 
royal chapel adjoining Cotroceni. pal- 
ace on the ‘outskirts of Bucharest, in 
which William 8S. Culbertson, United 
States minister to Rumania, and spe- 
cial ambassadors participated, the 
body was borne by special train over 
the 150-mile route to this little 
medieval town, where the bodies of 
Rumania’s ancient sovereigns are in- 
terred. 

The government's decision to bury 
King Ferdinand on Sunday enabled 
hundreds of thousands of peasants and 
toilers to forsake their wonted tasks 
and witness the funeral. 


Prostrate Selves on Ground. 


As the cortege passed through the 
picturesque countryside, peasants 
dressed in pure white pajama-like 
garb and bare feet, prostrated them- 
selves on the ground and repeatedly 
made the sign of the cross, while 
others emptied flasks of holy water 
on the funeral train. Everywhere 
there were emblems of mourning. 
Once once before had Rumania wit- 
nessed such a magnificently solemn 
event—that was when King Ferdinand 
and Queen Marie were crowned at 
Alba Julia five years ago. State. 
church, army and people combined 
to give King Ferdinand a fitting fu- 
neral not only because they felt he 
was a great and wise monarch, but 
also use he was a good, kind, 
honest man. Touching tributes to his 
unselfish, modest and _ self-effacing 
character were expressed everywhere.

Ace Will Try 


To Reach Top 


Of Sky Today 


Lieutenant Champion Must 
Push Biplane Eight Miles 
To Win. 


BY ALFRED P. RECK. 

Washington, July 24.—(United 
News.)—Lieutenant C. C. Champion, 
naval aviation ace, will try to reach 
the “top of the sky” Monday—higher 
than any human being has ever 
flown. 

To do so he must push his tiny 
Wright Apache biplane eight miles in 
the air. 


The present world’s altitude record ' 


of 40,810 feet is held by Callizo, of 
France. 

Early Sunday, Lieutenant Cham- 
pion attempted to bring the record 
back te the United States. He reach- 
ed an altitude of more than seven 
miles—5,000 feet short of his goal— 
and was forced to descend with his 
propeller and instrument board glis- 
tening with frost. 

Cloud formations prevented a sec- 
ond attempt Sunday afternoon, but 
the flier announced his intention of 
trying again Monday morning. 

Altitude flying is dangerous. It 
takes careful preparation and _ spe- 
cial clothing. 

Lieutenant Champion came on the 
field for his ay Sunday wearing 
several layers of garments, all of 
which had been on ice for several 
hours. 

This is necessary to prevent him 
from smothering. before he reaches 
the freezing air of the upper sky. His 
clothes were so bulky that walking 
was difficult. He wore several suits 
of silk underwear, a long-sleeved and 
long-armed woolen suit, a suit lined 
with downy feathers and over all, a 
fur-lined leather flying garment. Fur- 
lined boots were sa 8 on his feet 
and fur gloves cove is hands. Cot- 
ton, covered with vaseline, was placed 
in his nose to prevent the chill air 
from freezing his lungs and a news- 
paper was placed over the top of his 
head. His entire head was then en- 
compassed in a leather helmet with 
an oxygen attachment.

Washington, July 24—(/)—In a 


lengthly outline of its policies and 


purposes, the Anti-Saloon league to- 
night declared 
statements indicating that the league

The American, on July 10, said a

HIGHWAY LEGISLATION. 
The bill of Senator Thompson, of 


plan of highway construction in 
Georgia is the unfinished business 
in the senate, and will probably oc- 
cupy another day in debate before a 
vote is taken. 


It is being vigorously advocated 
and vigorously opposed by mem- 
bers of all the so-called factions in 
the senate.

They are scarcely able now to keep

But so far they have been able, by 
diligent and difficult labor, to do 
that, and every dollar due to the 
treasury has been cared for and ac- 
counted for to the last penny. Gover- 
nors and the state auditor have com- 
mended the absolute sacredness with 
which Treasurer Speer and his force 
have handled their functions with the 
moneys of the people.

At present the treasury handles an- 
nually some $26,000,000 in cash. Un- 
der the system now used most of the 
state's money is scattered through the 
state in the localities where it is col- 
lected.

They 
pay interest upon those deposits, but 
can use them for the financial ease- 
ments of their community depositors 
and borrowers. 

In this way the state’ treasury 
funds serve the countiés of the state 
as do the Federal Reserve bank funds 
in the twelve reserve districts of the 
nation. 

But, under the new system, if it 
shall be enacted, the state funds will 
come to Atlanta, and, for greater con- 
venience, be deposited almost wholly 
in the bonded depository banks ‘of 
this city. 

That will greatly increase their vol- 
ume of liquid loanable funds and thus 


increase the financial elasticity of At- | 


lanta business in general.
